With the unanimous consent of both pars the legisla- 
ture of Saskatchewan has abolished the system of bonusing 
industries by municipalities in that province. Not only does 
the bill prohibit the granting of money bonuses, but it makes 
it illegal for a municipality to grant free sites, exeniption in 
whole or in part from taxation, the guaranteeing of bonds or 
the subscription to stock by the municipality. 

The opinion expressed by the members of the legislature 
upon the motion, which was introduced by Hon. George 
Langley, the farmer member of the Saskatchewan legislature, 
was that any industry which was not able to stand upon its 
own foundation without state or municipal assistance was a 
parasitical institution lacking in the elements of success at the 
commencement, and therefore more likely to be a burden than 
an advantage to the municipality in which it was placed. 

This is the common-sense view, and one to which Alberta 
has already subscribe.d Saskatchewan is to be congratulated 
upott: having reached tue sane conclusion.
